Shreveport  Hospitals 

Praised 

In  the  November.  1950.  issue 
of  HEALTH  INFORMATION, 
published  at  420  Lexington 
Avenue,  New  York  17,  N.  Y.,  a 
tribute  is  paid  to  the  hospitals  of 
Shreveport  and  Minneapolis  under 
the  title:  "Louisiana  and  Minne- 
sota Cities  Find  Similar  Keys  to 
Future  Health  Manpower."  Since 
Northwestern  State  College  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  Shreveport 
nursing  situation,  and  since  all 
alumni  are  interested  in  the  affairs 
of  the  College,  we  quote  a  portion 


"Seeking  lo  solve  the  problem 
<>f  'man-power'  in  the  nursing  Held. 
Shreveport,  Louisiana,  and  Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota,  have  found 
strikingl)  similar  answers  to  a 
question  that  confronts  man)  com- 
munities of  the  I  idled  States. 

"The  question:  How  to  obtain 
more  and  better-qualified  nurses? 

"The  answer:  Provide  belter 
nursing  education  by  combining 
the  facilities  of  several  exisiting 
schools. 

"Both  Shreveport  and  Minne- 
apolis have  had  a  year's  experi- 
ence under  their  new  plans.  Roth 
report  heartening  results — a  van- 
ishing student  nurse  recruitment 
problem  and  a  more  satisfactory 
educational  experience  on  the  part 
of  the  students.  Significance  of  the 
achievements  becomes  obvious 
when  the  nation's  some  300,000 
active  professional  nurses  are  com- 
pared with  an  estimated  need  for 
554,000  by  1960. 

"Shreveport's  four  hospitals  of 
nursing  were  having  the  usual  dif- 
ficulty in  filling  classrooms  and 
finding  teachers  in  1947.  The  di- 
rectors, administrators,  hospital 
boards,  and  physicians  talked  it 
over.  Some  of  the  school  directors 
also  headed  the  nursing  services  in 
their  hospitals.  Not  only  did  they 
need  greater  numbers  of  nurses, 
but  nurses  with  broader  education 
to  cope  with  nursing  care  that  be- 
comes more  complex  with  every 
development. 

"The  Hospital  Council  of 
Shreveport  was  asked  to  consider 
the  idea  of  several  hospital  schools 
combining  their  resources  to  es- 
tablish a  collegiate  program.  Stress 
was  placed  on  the  difficulty  met 
by  the  several  schools  in  finding 
qualified  instructors:  money  that 
a  combination  might  save;  the 
need  of  the  hospitals  to  concen- 
trate on  patient  care.  The  Council 
asked  the  Shreveport  League  of 
Nursing  Education  for  recom- 
mendations. 

"The  League  recommended  a 
study,  and  the  Council  shouldered 
its  expense. 

"Tax-supported  Northwestern 
State  College  in  Natchitoches.  75 
miles  south  of  Shreveport.  was  ap- 
proached. Besides  the  dean  of  its 
School  of  Applied  Arts  and 
Sciences,  many  doctors,  nurses, 
hospital  administrators,  and  lav 
friends   contributed    to   the   plans

Coach  Prathei  had  been  serving 
as  Acting  President  since  Septem- 
ber 9.  at  which  time  he  was  asked 
h\  the  State  Board  to  serve  in  thai 
capacity  until  the  special  commit- 
tee appointed  b\  the  Board  made 
its  recommendation  for  a  presi 
dent  of  the  college. 

The  election  of  Coach  Prathei 
as  president  has  been  received 
with  even  more  approbation  and 
acclaim  than  accompanied  hi~  se- 
lection  as   acting  president. 

Quoting  from  the  CURRENT 
SAUCE,  the  student  newspaper, 
will  give  a  clear  indication  of  stu- 
dent reaction.  In  an  editorial  on 
October  28,  entitled  "The  Best 
Answer,"  the  following  statement 
was  made: 

"The  appointment  of  'Coach 
H.  Lee  Prather  as  permanent  pres- 
ident of  NSC  is  indicative  of  the 
fact  that  our  college  is  emerging 
from  the  realms  of  political  bat- 
tles, student-administration  dis- 
sension, and  general  dissatisfac- 
tion. 

"During  the  past  months  the 
state  papers  and  the  College  have 
been  clamoring  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  capable  man  to  this  of- 
fice, as  an  answer  to  the  recent 
problems. 

"Coach  Prather  is,  we  believe. 
the  best  answer.  Here  is  a  man 
who  has  for  nearly  fortv  years 
devoted  himself  in  every  wa\  to 
the  interests  of  Northwestern.  Here 
is  a  man  who  understands  us  and 
a  man  whom  we  understand. 

"With  the  Coach  as  acting  pres- 
ident, the  College  experienced  a 
noticeable  rise  in  school  spirit 
and  standards.  It  is  our  prediction 
that  this  is  only  the  beginning  of 
many  benefits  that  will  follow  un- 
der his  administration  as  perma- 
nent president.

Also  tak- 
ing part  in  the  program  were 
Coach  F.  H.  Delaney,  Centenary 
College,  and  Coach  Luther  Marlar. 
Southeastern  Louisiana  College, 
both  of  whom  are  outstanding 
coaches  in  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence. 

Sponsored  jointly  by  the  NSC 
Physical  Education  Majors  Club 
and  the  National  Association  of 
Intercollegiate  Basketball,  the 
school's  program  included:  "Get- 
ting the  Team  Read)  for  the  Sea- 
son,"  "Pasing  and  Shooting  in 
Basketball,"  "Individual  Defense 
Techniques,"  and  ""Individual  and 
Team  Offensive  Basketball,"  all 
led  bs  Coach  Rupp;  "Drills.  Of- 
fensive  and  Defensive,"  Coaeb  F.

way  Memorial  Hospital  in  Mon- 
roe. 100  miles  northeast  of  Natchi- 
toches, and  Baptist  Hospital,  (Al- 
exandria) 60  miles  to  the  south, 
agreed   to  the  same  collaboration. 

"Two  hundred  seventy-eight 
students  are  now  enrolled  in  the 
three  eurriculums.  Everyone  is  sat- 
isfied with  the  way  the  program  is 
developing,  including  the  1950 
Legislature  of  Louisiana,  which  ap- 
propriated $80,000  to  be  used  dur- 
ing the  next  two  years  to  raise 
nursing  service  standards  to  meet 
the  educational  needs  of  the  col- 
legiate students.  The  appropria- 
tion means  that  students  will  not 
have  to  leave  the  area  for  clinical 
experience  in  pediatrics  and  ob- 
stetrics. 

"There  are  other  advantages. 
The  college  program  offers  affili- 
ation in  public  health  nursing  and 
psychiatric  nursing,  two  import- 
ant areas  usally  neglected  in  hos- 
pital schools.  The  college  has 
educational  control  of  the  entire, 
program.  The  six  collaborating 
hospitals  offer  $500  scholarships 
to  a  large  number  of  qualified 
first-year  students;  $875  scholar- 
ships to  second  and  third-year 
students.  The  State  of  Louisiana 
lias  assumed  responsibility  in  the 
education  of  nurses  as  in  the  edu- 
cation of  doctors,  teachers,  law- 
yers, and  engineers  .  .  ."
